>oarl. Captain William S. Cowl, s. 
comnianding 29 men were inilantly 
killed anal flye injured, two of whom 
will die. 

Tbe Missouri win on the turp t 
range with the Ta-xaa and Brooklyn 
at praotice about noon, when a charge 
of powder in the 12 inch left hand gnu 
exploded, ignita>d from ga«, and drop- 
ping below, Ignited four charges of 
powder in the handling room, and all 
exploited and only one man of the en- 
tire turrett and handling en w tnr- 
vivcl. 

But for the prompt and efficient 
work of Captain Cowle* in flooaliug 
the bandlinir room ami magazine with 
water one of the magazine! would 
bare exploda-1 anal the ibip would 
have been destroyed. 

Captain Cowle* oompletaly over- 
come by the diaaater, referred all 
newspaper men to Lieutenant Ham- 
mer, the ordinance officer. Tbe latter 
gava' out a ttatement of the explosion 
and it. prohablo cause. 

A rdiiiK to him. about noon yes- 
terday, after the first point' r of tbe 
after l .'-incb pieoo bad fired hi* string 
and the »eoond pointer had fired the 
third ibot of hi* itring. the oharge 
igiiita'.i. Tbe fourth shot wat being 
soadadi and from all indication, tbe 
first half of tho charge had been 
rammed home and the second aection 
waa boiog rammeil bom.', when gaaca 
from the ihot pra'vioualy fireal, or poi- 
tiom of the olotb cover, ignited the 
powder. Tbe breech was open and a 



dull thud gave notioe of a-omething 
nun-ual. 

No lonil repott was mada-, bnt 
flam..* w«r.' s. en to lea]) from every 
portion of the torrid. A few seoonals 
aft.rwarl*, another explosion some- 
what fiercer occurred. This was in 
the handling room b. low, where 1,«00 
pound* of powda-r, or four charges, 
r. ady to be boitted above, had ignit- 
ed. Fire quarta n wer- mund.'U and 
every man of th. ship re,pon.leal and 
the magazina and handling rooms 
were flooded with wata r. In less tha 1 
five aeconds after the first a-xplosion 
two streams of water were being 
played in tha' rooms and wh. n volun- 
tea-r* were railed for.every man of (he 
ship responded, eager to goiutotno 
turri ts and reacue tha. crew. 

Threa- minnta a after the explosion 
all were on deck and the surgeon* 
from th.' Musouri, Texas and r.mok- 
lyn were attending to those not dead. 

The 26 men of tho turret were found 
lying in a heap. 

Tlu-y had started for tin- exit wbeu 
the first explosion occurred, and had 
just reacheal there when the more ter- 
rible explosion in the handling room 
occurred, which burneal and strangled 
th- .11 to death. Lieutenant Davidaon, 
the cii'i-- r in charge of the turr, t, 
evidently had given soma, command 
to the men, as he was on top of the 
heap of men, having failed there after 
ho had allowed them to past him to 
get out of tha. tnnot. 

The bodies wore hardly recogniza- 
ble the terrible and .[nick fire having 
burneal clothing from the bodies of th.. 
men, and the flesh hung from them iu 
■breals. The faoa-s were MtUaMM by 
the imoke and flames only. Only ono 
man wat breathing when tbe turret 
crew was rescued and he died a mo- 
ment after he reached tho deck.
